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Earlyrsupport  acceferates 
Annual  Giving  to  $107,267 
start  toward  record  goal 

With  accelerating  pace  this  spring, 
PC  Annual  Giving  for  the  first  time 
topped  the  $100,000  mark  before 
May  1  and  stood  at  $107,267  early 
in  the  month. 

This  total,  contributed  by  817 
alumni  and  friends,  puts  the  1979 
program  currently  almost  20  percent 
ahead  of  last  year's  effort  at  this  date. 
The  new  goal  is  $285,000. 

As  usual,  well  over  one-half  the 
support  so  far  comes  from  alumni, 
who  have  given  $64,512  on  642  gifts. 
Non-alumni  faculty  and  board 
members  have  added  $13,200; 
parents,  $5,450;  and  friends,  $24,105. 

The  Annual  Giving  index  has  been 
on  an  ascending  curve  for  the  past 
decade,  setting  new  records  each 
succeeding  year.  In  1979,  it  reached 
$275,519  from  2,045  donors  as  33 
percent  of  the  alumni  participated. 

This  program,  so  vital  to  the  current 
operations  of  Presbyterian  College, 
raises  funds  primarily  for  student 
financial  aid,  faculty  salaries  and 
departmental  improvements.  Its  total 
does  not  include  other  yearly  sources 
such  as  church  budget  gifts  and  the 
South  Carolina  Foundation  of 
Independent  Colleges. 


Alumni,  take  another  bow 

"Congratulations!  The  selection 
of  your  institution  this  year  places 
it  among  the  top  17  percent  of  all 
colleges,  universities  and  independent 
schools  in  the  country." 

Thus  wrote  James  L.  Fisher, 
president  of  the  Council  for 
Advancement  and  Support  of 
Education,  in  announcing  that 
PC  alumni  Annual  Giving  has 
made  the  national  finals  in  the 
US  Steel  Foundation's  Alumni 
Giving  Incentive  Awards  program. 

This  year  marks  the  ninth  straight 
time  PC  has  been  a  finalist  in  the 
competition.  Winners  of  awards 
totaling  $60,000  will  be  announced 
at  the  CASE  national  assembly  in 
New  Orleans  in  July. 

In  previous  years,  PC  Annual 
Giving  has  won  first-place  and 
second-place  awards  from  the  US 
Steel  Foundation. 
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President-Elect  Ken  Orr  holds  two  certificates  recognizing  his  work. 


"Dissertation  of  Year:" 

Orr  receives  national  award 


President-Elect  Kenneth  B.  Orr 
has  received  the  1979  "Disserta- 
tion of  the  Year"  award  from  the 
Association  for  the  Study  of 
Fligher  Education. 

The  formal  presentation  was  made 
at  the  Association's  annual  meeting  in 
Washington  on  April  18  "in  recognition 
of  superior  scholarship  and  for 
the  demonstration  of  exemplary 
academic  standards  in  a  doctoral 
dissertation  concerned  with 
higher  education." 

It  came  a  month  after  Dr.  Orr 
accepted  the  presidency  of 
Presbyterian  College  (effective  in 
July)  to  succeed  the  retiring  Marc 
C.  Weersing.  Orr  is  now  completing 
his  fifth  year  as  president  of  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education  in  Richmond,  Va. 

The  dissertation,  prepared  to  meet 
PhD  requirements  at  the  University 
of  Michigan,  is  entitled  The  Impact  of 


the  Depression  Years,  1929-39,  on 
Faculty  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities.  In  selecting  it  as  the 
winner,  the  ASFHE  awards 
committee  said: 

"The  competition  was  keen,  but 
the  superiority  of  your  work  placed 
you  clearly  at  the  top.  We  are  proud 
to  add  you  to  the  roster  of  recognized 
scholars  of  higher  education." 

In  addition  to  its  national  award,  the 
Orr  dissertation  was  chosen  for  the 
University  of  Michigan's  School  of 
Education  1978-79  Dissertation 
Award — an  unrelated  competitiop. 

Ken  Orr,  who  received  his  PhD 
from  Michigan  last  year,  also  holds 
degrees  from  Duke  University  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia.  He  is  an  ordained 
Presbyterian  minister  and  former 
vice-president  of  Union  Seminary. 

Orr  worked  on  his  doctorate  during 
summers  and  whatever  time  he  could

squeeze  from  his  full-time  duties 
first  at  Union  and  then  at  PSCE.  Of 
his  resulting  415-page  dissertation, 
he  said: 

"In  the  early  '70s,  the  direction 
of  American  higher  education  was 
shifting  to  a  no-growth,  stressful 
time  when  dollars  were  going  to 
get  short.  What  would  it  mean?  So 
I  began  to  raise  questions  about  the 
effects  of  the  first  Depression. 

"American  higher  education  has 
never  taken  seriously  the  experiences 
of  the  Depression,  and  I  was  amazed 
to  discover  no  dissertation  had  ever 
been  written  in  the  United  States 
on  this  area." 

Weersing  cited  by  yearbook 

To  recognize  his  16  years  of  service 
to  Presbyterian  College,  the  1979 
student  yearbook  carries  a  two-page 
dedication  to  retiring  President  Marc 
C.  Weersing. 

He  was  presented  at  Honors 
Day  with  the  first  copy  of  this  year's 
PaC  SaC  by  Editor  Greg  McMillan 
of  Jacksonville,  N.  C.  The  citation 
reads  in  part: 

"While  Dr.  Weersing  will  be 
remembered  for  his  developments  of 
PC's  campus,  curriculum,  faculty  and 
student  body,  we  will  remember  him 
in  a  different  way.  The  friendly 
smile  and  wave  across  the  plaza,  the 
welcoming  drop-in  which  he  and 
Mrs.  Weersing  hold  for  new  students, 
and  the  open  door  to  his  office 
are  the  memories  which  we 
students  will  retain."

Leadership  changes  hands  within 
the  development  office:  James  F. 
Dickenson  has  been  promoted  to 
director  to  succeed  Robert  O. 
McCaslin,  who  now  operates 
part-time  in  anticipation  of  full 
retirement  at  the  end  of  the 
calendar  year. 

Bob  McCaslin  joined  the  PC 
staff  as  development  director  in  1970. 
He  had  spent  the  previous  year  on 
campus  as  a  Ketchum,  Inc.,  professional 
fund-raiser  heading  PC's  $2.8  million 
EXCEL  campaign.  During  11  years  with 
Ketchum,  he  conducted  campaigns 
that  raised  $25  million,  and  he  has 
continued  his  development  proficiency 
as  a  PC  staff  officer  the  last  nine 
years.  His  work  here  includes  the 
current  Second  Century  Fund,  which 
now  stands  at  $6.5  million. 

A  Butler,  Pa.,  native,  Bob  McCaslin 
earned  degrees  from  Geneva 
College  and  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary.  He  was  a 
Presbyterian  minister  and  World 
War  II  Army  chaplain  for  20  years 
before  joining  Ketchum  in  1958. 
His  last  pulpit  was  a  12-year  tenure 
at  Torrington,  Wyoming,  during 
which  time  he  received  an  honorary 
doctor  of  divinity  degree  from 
Sterling  College. 

Jim  Dickenson  also  is  an  ordained

Presbyterian  minister  who  later 
chose  fund-raising  as  a  career.  He 
came  to  PC  in  1975  as  assistant 
director  of  development  after  two 
years  as  executive  coordinator  and 
treasurer  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Southeast.  Before  that,  he  was 
minister  of  the  Athens  (Ga.)  Central 
Church  (1964-73)  and  earlier  held 
pulpits  in  Dillon,  S.  C,  and 
Fairmont,  N.  C. 

A  native  of  Harlan,  Ky.,  Dickenson 
earned  degrees  at  the  University  of 
Kentucky  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia.  During  his 
ministerial  days,  he  was  elected 
moderator  of  three  presbyteries 
and  served  on  the  old  Georgia 
Synod  Council.

Some  150  PC  students  volunteered 
their  services  to  help  make  this  one  of 
the  biggest  days  of  the  year  for  580 
afflicted  boys  and  girls  from  six  upstate 


counties.  It  was  this  session's  final 
project  of  the  College's  extensive 
program  of  Student  Volunteer  Services 
which  finds  approximately  one-third  of 
the  PC  student  body  involved  in  a 
series  of  activities  throughout  the 
school  year.  Besides  helping  the 
handicapped  and  retarded,  the  students 
reach  into  the  community  to  serve  the 
elderly,  unchurched  children  and 
orphans,  to  tutor  slow-learners  and 
to  assist  with  religious  programs. 


PC  study  expedition  explores 
Galapagos  Islands,  Ecuador 

An  expedition  to  the  Galapagos  this 
month  will  carry  a  group  of  Presby- 
terian College  students  to  the  famous 
islands  that  served  as  the  inspiration  for 
the  theories  of  Charles  Darwin. 

Twenty-five  persons  are  scheduled 
for  this  May  21  -June  8  study  trip  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  Fred  James, 
associate  professor  of  biology.  They 
may  receive  three  hours  of  academic 
credit  in  biology. 

The  expedition  is  designed  to 
introduce  the  participants  to  the 
unique  flora  and  fauna  of  mainland 
Ecuador  during  an  eight-day  stay  in 
Quito  and  then  contrast  these 
observations  with  the  plant  and  animal 
life  found  during  eight  days  of 
exploring  the  Galapagos  Islands.  The 
program  also  includes  a  flight  into  the 
Amazon  jungle  and  a  two-day 
motorized  canoe  trip  down  the 
Amazon  River  to  study  the  tropical 
rainforest.

The  PC  men's  team  had  a  so-so  12-8 
record  and  failed  to  make  the  Kansas 
City  NAIA  tournament  this  year,  but 
McKee  qualifies  for  the  trip  as  the 
champion  of  the  district  number  one 
singles  position.  The  Spartanburg 
senior  posted  a  21-7  mark  in  regular- 
season  play  (including  tournaments). 

Lee  King,  a  freshman  from  Atlanta, 
had  a  10-4  overall  record  and  made 


the  women's  All-South  Carolina  team. 
After  placing  fifth  in  the  number  one 
flight  of  the  Association  of  Inter- 
collegiate Athletics  for  Women's 
Region  2  playoffs,  she  won  the 
consolation  flight.  And  now  she 
prepares  for  Seventeen  Magazine's 
Women's  Invitational  (21  and  under), 
scheduled  for  later  this  month 
in  California. 

The  PC  women's  team,  like  the  men 
coached  by  Richard  McKee,  had  a  5-6 
record  for  the  1979  season.

Waiting  list  for  next  fall 

PC  seems  more  in  demand  than  ever. 

A  waiting  list  for  incoming  freshman 
women  formed  two  months  ago.  And 
the  situation  for  new  men  students 
had  about  reached  this  point  by  mid- 
May,  even  after  utilizing  the  overflow 
space  of  old  Doyle  building. 

At  a  time  when  many  private  colleges 
face  diminishing  enrollments,  Pres- 
byterian attracts  applicants  in 
near-record  numbers.  That  standards 
have  been  maintained  is  indicated  by 
the  higher  College  Board  scores  and 
high  school  averages  of  the  1979 
entering  class. 

The  latest  admissions  office  figures 
show  286  new  students  with  paid 
reservations  for  next  fall.  That  total 
is  made  up  of  154  men  and  132  women 
(with  an  additional  18  women  on  the 
waiting  list). 

With  this  big  class  following  on  the 
heels  of  unusually  large  ones  the 
previous  two  years,  projections  indicate 
a  record  student  body  of  more  than 
900  for  the  1979-80  session. 

Alumni  tour  popular 

With  a  waiting  list  of  overflow 
reservations  now  accommodated,  PC's 
1979  alumni  tour  will  fly  out  of 
Columbia  Airport  on  June  7  for  the 
eight-day  holiday  trip  to  England 
and  Scotland. 

The  63  persons  going  this  year 
represent  a  50  percent  increase  over 
the  number  who  went  to  Switzerland 
under  the  PC  banner  last  summer.

The  first  10  percent  has  arrived. 

Initial  returns  now  beginning  to 
come  in  on  the  special  alumni  effort 
for  the  Second  Century  Fund  show 
approximately  $50,000  subscribed  as 
this  issue  goes  to  press. 

The  drive  has  been  picking  up 
momentum  in  recent  months,  with 
dinners  scheduled  in  key  areas  to 
promote  personal  solicitations.  And  a 
mail  appeal  went  out  in  mid-May  to 
all  the  remaining  PC  alumni  beyond 
the  reach  of  direct  contact. 

The  major  part  of  this  quick  capital 
funds  campaign  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  June. 

Alumni  are  being  asked  to  subscribe 
$500,000  over  a  three-year  pledge 
period  for  scholarships  and  the 
renovation  of  old  LeRoy  Springs  Gym- 


Hundreds  of  young  people  and  adults 
will  come  to  the  Presbyterian  College 
campus  this  summer  for  a  variety  of 
short-term  activities  that  produce  both 
goodwill  and  income. 

Easily  worked  into  the  schedule 
around  PC's  limited  summer  school, 
these  activities  provide  for  better 
utilization  of  facilities  during  a  slack 
period  and  also  serve  to  introduce 
participants  to  the  College. 

"Income  derived  from  these  outside 
groups  helps  PC  to  meet  fixed 
operating  costs  that  continue  through 
our  low-income  summer  months," 
Business  Manager  G.  Edward  Campbell 
said.  "Consequently,  our  overall  college 
budget  is  strengthened  for  the  entire 
academic  year." 

The  activities  range  from  religious 
conferences  to  sports  camps,  from  a 
civic  youth  organization  to  band  and 
cheerleader  groups. 

The  schedule  began  in  mid-May  with 
some  400  high  school  boys  and  girls 
here  for  the  12th  annual  convention  of 
the  South  Carolina  District  Junior 
Civitans.

nasium.  This  facility  will  be  restored  to 
first-class  condition  for  its  vital  role 
as  an  intramural  and  physical  fitness 
center. 

Frank  L.  Outlaw  II  72,  Greenville 
business  leader  who  heads  the  alumni 
campaign,  has  urged  all  former  students 
to  get  behind  this  project.  It  offers  to 
many  alumni  their  first  and  only 
opportunity  to  join  in  support  of 
the  great  Second  Century  Fund  effort 
which  already  has  raised  more  than 
$6.5  million  to  help  undergird  PC  as  it 
prepares  to  enter  another  century 
of  service. 

In  considering  a  capital  gift, 
prospective  donors  are  requested  not 
to  decrease  their  Annual  Giving 
support  so  important  to  the  current 
operations  of  Presbyterian  College. 


Fees  raised  to  $4,490 

Inflation  has  caused  the  cost  of 
attending  PC  to  jump  $515  next  year — 
the  largest  single  increase  in  history. 

As  a  result,  the  full  charges  for  a 
resident  student  for  the  1979-80  school 
year  will  be  $4,490.  That  compares  to 
the  current  amount  of  $3,975. 

The  $4,490  total  breaks  down  into 
these  categories:  tuition — $2,775; 
general  fee — $240;  room— $625;  and 
meals— $850.  The  total  new  charge  for 
a  day  student  will  be  $3,015. 

College  officials  and  trustees  alike 
expressed  regret  over  being  forced  to 
raise  fees  this  much  but  pointed  to  the 
soaring  cost  of  food  and  utilities  as 
well  as  to  salary  increases  and  other 
adjustments  necessary  to  maintain  an 
operation  of  high  quality. 

Actually,  PC  has  been  slower  than 
many  other  private  colleges  in  adjusting 
to  the  impact  of  inflation.  And  addi- 
tional financial  aid  is  being  made 
available  to  lessen  the  hardship  on 
students  and  their  families. 


Extra  activities  on  campus  this  summer 
will  produce  both  goodwill  and  income 


the  1979  Youth  Conference  on  June 
12-16  and  the  Women's  Conference  on 
June  19-22.  Rounding  out  the  month 
is  the  state's  Cinderella  Girl  Pageant  on 
June  25-30. 

Four  sessions  of  the  second  annual 
PC  tennis  camp  (coed  for  ages  9-17) 
will  operate  during  July.,  The  first  is 
set  for  July  8-13,  with  others  following 
on  July  15-20,  July  22-27  and  July  29- 
August  3.  Reservations  still  may  be 
made  by  contacting  PC  Coach  Richard 
McKee.  A  coed  basketball  camp, 
operated  by  Coach  Larry  Burch,  also  is 
scheduled  for  this  month — on  July 
15-21. 

Another  Madrigal  Workshop  will  be 
held  on  July  20-21.  And  then  on 
July  29- August  9,  junior  and  senior 
high  school  cheerleaders  will  return  to 
the  campus  for  the  third  year  of  the 


South  Carolina  Regional  Cheerleader 
Institute  conducted  by  the  International 
Cheerleading  Foundation. 

Three  high  school  bands  and  four 
football  teams  will  be  in  residence 
here  in  August  (10-18)  for  intensive 
practice  sessions  in  preparation  for 
their  fall  seasons.  The  bands  are  from 
Spartanburg's  Dorman  High,  Colum- 
bia's   Richland  Northeast  High  and 
probably  Mauldin  High.  The  football 
teams  represent  the  high  schools  of 
Goose  Creek,  Hillcrest,  Ninety-Six 
and  Walhalla. 

In  addition,  each  Monday  over  the 
six-week  period  July  16- August  17,  125 
school  teachers  will  come  here  for  a 
series  of  one-day  workshops  on 
nutrition.  This  program  is  sponsored  by 
the  state  education  department  through 
Clemson's  food  science  department. 
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
